All Competitors’ Certificates Must Be 
In By May 29. 


A TOO per cent efficiency record was 
established in 19*8 by graduates of 
Medical School, who took State med- 
ical board examinations for licenses to 
practice medicine, according to an 
official report just received by Dr. 
William Miller Collier, president of 
the University. 

Of the eighteen George Washing- 
ton graduates who took examinations 
during the year before the State 
boatds. all passed. This record was 
equaled by only one or two medical 
schools in the entire Country. The 
average percentage in the United 
States was I 3 3 - 

The average percentage of fail«rea 
for all medical schools in 1917 was 
14.1, while George Washingtoa*t per- 
centage was only 4.5. 


Examinations for the George Wash- 
ington University scholarship will' be 
held at 2023 G street on June 9, 16, ii, 
12. All certificates must be properly 
filled out and sent to the University 
by May 29. 

The schedule of examinations will 
be announced as soon as the certifi- ^ 
catea can be tabulated. It is expected 
that there will be only two examina- 
tions each day^ 

Seven scholarships are offered an- 
nually. All carry free tuition through- 
out the undergraduate course in Co- 
lumbian Collene, the College of En- 
jgineering. or in Teachers College. 

The K'cndall Scholarship is award-
